Uprisings in Montreal 
Endanger Canadian Freedom 

pERTAIX Ri-oupp in ths City of Montreal and particularly rcprc'^oiUalivo .students ol' tho 
^ University of Montreal have seriously ejulnngercd frcciiom of siioocli. frciMloni of as- 
scmbly, and the freedom of the. jirm in this province. A .trriea of iiieidciittt of increasiuti 
violence hare cndannercd vot oii/i/ propertij but ntfto life. A partial lid of these outraf/et; 
Oives an altogether too virid jJiV/inr of eonditiotm Ihnt ruinmt iwi^sHilii he allowed to roti- 
tinuc if Qvehee is to remain under an established siist em of law and order. That, the havoc 
is wrecked ni the vame of //ii,<? law and order is utterly favcieal and as stupid an c^xusc as 
can be found. What hn.<! happened to date, includes: 

- .4» absolutcbj unprovoked aliack on a McGill professor on the busiest street in. the 

citii. 

An attempt to break up a mccfing held iu the .VcUitI Union and thereby font the 
opinims of another University upon McGill men. 

The throwing of rocks at the McGill Union, 

Cancellation of a meeting by Director Dufrcsne (of iho Montreal Police) acting 
o;; orders from Alderman Savignac who was apimrently iutimidaicd by hooligans mobbing 
the City riali a large number of whom were students of the University of Montréal. The 
meeting as we will show elsewhere in this i.<isue, was to give voice to the opinions of un 
accepted ecclesiastic and could not therefore be termed' Communistic. It had every right 
to police protection to .s-oi/ the least. 

That violence was intended is undeniable as we have in our linnds an actual note 
tkàt was circulated amongst the students of different educational institutions of the city. 
Tins note says. ••Meet at .;,9J.> Papineau" — headijuarters of the Yoiiug Ciitholic Workers 
— "io march to the .Arena for 7. SO. Bring your canes." It was parsed around Friday prior 
to the .scheduled rAcetivg. This is incitement to physical attack bcyoitd a shadow of doubt. 

Intimidation was again apparent in the action taken by certain members of the 
unrnhi mob to hm-c a private meeting stopped in the Mount Royal Hotel. This action was 
the rc-ftuli of a police phone eail to the hotel to the effect that students were on their way 
to the hotel Why could the police not have stopped the students if this were the ease, 
when the same students had been stopped half an hour earlier by the police of the City of 
Westmount at the borders of that city? 

A pavi;ig brick was thrown through the front door of the residence of F. L. P. 
.Anderson with a note tied to it stating "Shut up your communist preaching or. else ... ." 
On the-iiote was a caricature of a skull and ci-oss bones. 

_ Yesterday afternoon a mob .milled -around outside the offices of the Montreal 'Her- 
ald tdlenng threats and. hurling accusations about 'linperialist Press.' Everyom^ has n 
right to the expression of opinion including the press, and even mobs, but the point is 
thnt svrh displays of mob tactics always lead to violence. ^^^^„,. ■ ,~-: .y .■ ■ 

A rign was tJii-u.st' through the windows of the Mod^mBooii''Skop as the outcome 
of an anti-Semtic and an li-Knglish Press meeting. Destruction of property should not be 
ibleratcd, regardless of reasons, : , ' : , 

Tryiiig to break up o meeting which was not held, due to previous commitments, in 
\ (Ctona Hall, Westmount, hut which was an excuse for a demonstration, a mob composed 
matnly of students from the University of Montreal was repulsed by sixty Westmount 
policemen Friday night. Had not the police of Westmount taken .^itch a firm s^n/ir/ 
scnous rioting might lutve occurred. Barbarism is not a powerful enough charge to levy at 
these people who themselves claimed to benighting the encroachment of 'barbarism. 

Editorial comment in a news story of 'I, c Devoir,' newspaper of ihis city, indicates 
all too clearly the impossible stand of certain sympathizers when at the end of «. story 
the following statement was made (Translation, from French) : "The (lemon.Htra.tors were 
. . . laughing ai the police v)ho had prevented Hum from DKMONSTRATING IN FAVOR 
OF THE LAW AND OliDER WlllClf TMK .OFFJCfORS OF THE LAW SIIOUMJ 
MAINTALV AND WHICH THEY (THE OFFICERS) HAD THEMSELVES ENDANGER- 
LD (capitals ourfi).7/t?« ts a eleiircut (ulvocutioii of anarchy and fascism. That riotous 
mobs should flagrantly take the lato into their own hands is so\ncthing that this country, 
n w to be sincerely hoped, may never know. 

We Iiave been told that three University of Montreal stiulcnts have gone to New 
iork to continue heckling Father Savasola. This ià narrow-mindedness lo the cx-trcmr, 
and, if it be the case us it wovXd seem to he, their reception there will be far from hrurty. 

Stvdenl U.aders Raoul Rninville and Roger Ciiy at the University of Montreal hare 
.•so managed to have their ideas and the idia» that have been put into tlwir heads carried 
ovt la swh rowdy actions that their conduct and the hnolignni.vn of certain of their slu- 
dcni supporter.- is to be severely censured by all sane and thinking people. It is a sorry 
■■iight 1.0 see representatives of a heretofore fine University behave in such a manner as 
to render all the force of their educaiion null and void. 

No religious attiitid.e of whatever nature .can evrr jusi if n nnrhriidian behaviour of 
the type which Iws been exhibited in this city during the last few da.ys. 

To mention briefly the general foreen also at work here in Quebec, serious alleya- 
twns may he levied at some of the revolutionary .italements, and in some instances, actions, 
of the La Nation tn Quebec City; and of Uamçl, Grégoire, and their associâtes; of .Adrien 
Arco/nd here m Montreal; and of such groups as Im .leunnesse Patriote, and Jeune Cmi- 
ada. Ut them support Iht Ir ideas in a decent Canadian manner and cease patterning 
themselves after current l'hiropean models of fascist righteousness.- Of this we will say 
more in a future issue. ' 

. A:i the present moiucHt we arc chiefly roumrned with the incidents lit which at- 
tempts iMve been made to ride roughsliod over all that is meant by the words 'Mciiill 
(jairersity. la the last analysis the only place where the Spapish delegates had a hearinq 
\'l /. f, ^'■"'j''"''' '^f Quebec was in the Medill Union. This does not necessarily mean that 
Me(jM htvÂcnts are eommu.nisiie or sympathetic towards the Spanish Loyalist Cause. It 
does, liowevcr, piean tliat we, McGill Students, insist on the freedom of speech, the freedom 
of assemlHy, and freedom of the press. It is a grave shame to realize that in a British City 
men were not permitted to voice an opinion duo I o intimidation of the authorities by a mob 
—or by anything Ijehind tliol mob, 

Wc feel that the attitude of certain students of the University of .\fonlvi:al is ti./i'n.i.s/ 
academe freedom, against the drmorratir p.-inriplcM of the llritish I'Jmpirc and a'liuiust 
tlie interests of a minority in this rily. This paper and the McGill Union will continue to 
be open to the free expression of shidcnl thought. It is only when truth is sought in an 
atmosphere of freedom lliat progress is made. •

I wish to use th« medium oi* thu Cu:-i\;spundonce 
Column to express my appreciation of. tho way 
ItL which the democratic princlides of McQlll were 
uplield in connection with the visit of the Spanish 
Delegation. Tho University, tho McGlll Union, nnd 
the Social Problems Club are to bo congratulated for 
tho fact that they provided tho reprcsvntutives of 
democracy in SiMiln with their only opportunity for 
a public presentation of their message in Montreal, 
refusing to be intimidated by antl-dcmocratlc forces 
apparently masquerading: undei; the name of the 
University of Montreal. 

There is nmch talk among McGlll students con- 
demning our French Canadian university for what 
happened last Friday. Personally, after observing 
the demonstrators on two occasions that night, I was 
struck by the "high school" appearance of many of 
the marchers. If they were university students, 
they must have gone to hl^ school in perambulators 
and sucked milk bottles between classes. The im- 
pression which I received was that many were using 
the name of the University of Montreal as a protec- 
tive cloak. I say this because I do not favor antag- 
onism between our two institutions of higher learn- 
ing at a time v.lien the Issue is one of freedom of 
speech and not one of nationality and religion, Th« 
real is-iue should not be obscured. 

Under the circumstances, I believe that a meet- 
ing of the student body should be called In order to 
clarify the principles nt stake and prevent the devel- 
opment of racial antagonLsm.
